You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Woodstock on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to hire such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums 
of money as recommended in the budget. 


5. ‘To see how much discount the town will vote 
to allow on taxes paid on or before September Ist, 
1934. 


6. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road from the west end of the bridge on road leading 
from the Daniel Webster Highway to the Deer Park 
farm. 


7. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Harry Angelo place to the Hollis 
Gordon back farm 


8. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the East Side road, formerly known 
as the Woodbury Road, to the Tripoli Road, so-called. 


9. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for snow removal in North Woodstock Village 
between Depot Street and the Russell House. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to contract the 
snow removal on town roads. 


11. To see if the town will vote to permit the sale 
and manufacture of beer or other lawful alcoholic bev- 
erages as permitted under Chapter 99, Section 22, of 
the 1933 laws of New Hampshire. 


12. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

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SKI TRAIL REPORT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Woodstock: 


Two ski trails have been built on Russell Mountain, 
the aggregate length of which is 414, miles. One trail 
starting at the Cox Farm and known as the North Trail 
is 2 miles in length. It is completely finished and 
recommended highly by the Appalachian Mountain 
Club. This trail is classed by ski experts as 3 inter- 
mediate and % novice. The other trail, known as the 
Russell Pond Trail is 214, miles long and starts at the 
top of the Fairview hill, follows a wood road to Russell 
Pond and from there through forest to the top of the 
mountain where it merges with the North Trail. The 
Russell Pond Trail while nicely passable with 18 inches 
of snow is not as smooth as the North Trail. It is 
estimated that it would take about $100.00 of hired 
labor to put this trail in as smooth a condition as its 
sister trail. It is classed by ski experts as % inter- 
mediate and 4 novice. 

At the junction of these two trails is a very fine 
9x12 shelter built of peeled spruce logs, the roof being 
galvanized iron. A stone fireplace has been built in 
front of this shelter. About 75 yards from the shelter 
is a 20 foot lookout tower also having a steel roof. A 
remarkable view of all the surrounding mountains is to 
be had from this tower. 


Both trails are plainly marked with red and alu- 
minum pennant-shaped iron markers which is the offi- 
cial ski trail marking. Incidentally, there are very few 
trails in this vicinity which are so marked. In addition 
to these markers, eight direction signs have been 
painted marking the trails at both ends. 

We can safely lay at the feet of this project a re- 
turn already realized of from 3 to 4 times the $200 ap- 
propriation although there has been hardly time for 
any advertising to become effective. 

Woodstock has been fortunate in the publicity 
which has been given the trails, viz. The AMC Guide 
Book, The B&M Snow Train Booklet, The N. H. Devel- 
opment Commission Folder, Old Man Winter page of 
the Boston Transcript. In fact our trails are listed in 
practically every place where skiers are interested. 
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Much credit for the completion of the Russell 
Mountain Trails is due to the help of individuals and 
organizations in the town, namely: 


1. Practically all the winter hotels and restau- 
rants gave our ski expert meals and lodging over week 
ends. 


2. Mr. Langill definitely and voluntarily credited 
his bill with $35.00. 

3. The Woodstock Chamber of Commerce started 
the work with a donation of $30.00 for preliminary 
investigation. 

4, The Woodstock Outing Club gave the town 
through the labors of its members approximately 
$75.00. Various individual members assisted in mak- 
ing the specifications each week end and assisted in 
putting up markers. On one occasion a party of seven 
spent one day cutting on the Russell Pond Trail. 


~~ 


5. The Civilian Conservation Corps built the 
North Trail, the shelter, and the tower but were obliged 
to leave the other trail. 


6. The Civil Works Administration spent about 
two weeks finishing as far as possible the Russell Pond 
imag AR 

As a recommendation, it might be well to mention 
that probably $1000.00 would be needed in 1934 if a 
suitable showing is to be made on additional ski trails 
as it will be impossible to depend upon assistance of 
government programs another year. It is also recom- 
mended that after the Russell Pond Trail is put in first- 
-class condition, Mt. Waternomee offers the best possi- 
bilities.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Woodstock: 


As a new comer to your community I am making 
a study of the economic, social and educational factors 
of Woodstock in order that I may correctly interpret 
your needs. 


The Woodstock school district maintains two 
school buildings with an enrolment approximating one 
hundred-seventy pupils, from the first grade up 
through the twelfth. Eight teachers are employed to 
teach our pupils. According to the financial report of 
the school district for the fiscal year which closed the 
30th of June 1933, it costs Woodstock almost thirteen 
thousand dollars a year to support public education. 
The sum just stated is a substantial amount when com- 
pared with the equalized valuation of the town. Con- 
sidering the financial educational aspects involved in 
the education of your children, we solicit your interest 
in the greatest enterprise carried on in your town, 
namely the education of all the children of all the 
people. 


Since the opening of your schools last fall I have 
made frequent visits to contribute my share towards 
the education of your children. My contribution has 
consisted in the direction and supervision of the teach- 
ers’ work in the class room, in providing and distribut- 
ing the necessary books and supplies, in attending 
board meetings, in making out the reports required by 
the school board and the state board of education, and 
in helping to meet and solve the numerous problems 
which are bound to rise within the school system. 


The schools of Woodstock are taught by well 
trained and experienced teachers. I am pleased to re- 
port favorably concerning the interest and work of our 
teachers in their respective schools. The schools are 
furnished with plenty of supplies, modern text books, 
dictionaries, maps, and adjustable desks and seats. 
The health of the children is properly cared for by a 
competent nurse. The program of studies followed 
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both by the elementary and high school teachers is the 
one suggested by the state board of education, a pro- 
gram which is based on the best educational practices 
of the day. 


I have given examinations in order to have tan- 
gible evidence of the native ability of our pupils, and 
their success or failure in school work. It is most 
gratifying to report that the general level of natural 
ability among the children of Woodstock is higher 
than average, and so is their scholarship. This means 
that we have succeeded in making the pupils use their 
talents, without the use of which even bright children 
would derive no benefits from the schools. 


A small community like Woodstock is to be high- 
ly commended for its cheerful and willing support of a 
high school. It is an acknowledged fact among edu-. 
eators that the size of a school has nothing to do with 
the success of educational performance. The factors 
which really count are the ability of the pupils, the 
use which they make of their opportunities, the prepar- 
ation, fitness, and personality of the individual teach- 
ers, and the interest and cooperation of the com- 
munity. 

We are now in the midst of a new social, economic, 
educational, and religious era. The old order of things 
has changed overnight. In order to prepare our chil- 
dren for successful living these days, a community as 
well as a nation, must make an effort to set up an edu- 
cational program which will fit children for present day 
living. In accordance with this philosophy, in the 
course of the next few years, Woodstock should adopt 
a progressive educational program to include training 
for our girls in the art of home making, manual train- 
ing for our boys, athletic sports for both, and an op- 
portunity for all to develop ability and good taste for 
art, music, dramatics of a high order, and the develop- 
ment of an intense interest in national and interna- 
tional activities. | 
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Our schools deserve an honorable mention for the 
beautiful Christmas programs which they presented. 
We must also make mention of the highly interesting 
program given at North Woodstock to observe Na- 
tional Education Week. Such activities help to justify 
our educational system before the public. 

In conclusion I offer my training and experience 
to all the civic, social, and educational organizations of 
Woodstock, any time that I may be called on. Seek 
my services, and they are yours.

Report of Headmaster 


Mr. Vincent Gatto, Superintendent of Schools, 
Ashland, New Hampshire. 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report of Wood- 
stock High School. 


School began September 6, 1933, with a registra- 
tion of forty-one pupils. Since that date one more pu- 
pil has been enrolled, and two have left school. One 
of the pupils moved away, and the other is working. 
This leaves thirteen freshmen, seven sophomores, thir- 
teen juniors, and seven seniors. 


The graduates of 1933 were as follows: Dorothy 
Pearl Bell, Harriet Benton, Virginia Bradley, Calvin 
Heath, Harry Kendall, Dorothy Osgood, and Arthur 
Walden. Of these, one is taking a post graduate 
course in another school, one in training for a nurse, 
and another attending the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 

This fall we observed Education Week by having 
an evening program which was well attended by pa- 
rents and friends. 

Our extra-curricula activities this year have been 
comprised of a senior play given December 19., and a 
carnival held February 3. The Outing Club gave a cup 
to the school securing the greatest number of points, 
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which was won by Whitefield, while Woodstock took 
second place. I greatly appreciate the fine cooperation 
of the Woodstock Outing Club in helping us conduct 
the carnival, in which five schools entered teams. 


This year we have added a new subject, Commer- 
cial Geography, which enriches our commercial course. 
Since January one period each week is given over to 
beneficial activities of special interest to the pupils. 


I am pleased to report that our heating system 
has been repaired, and more radiation added in the 
main room. The system is now capable of adequately 
heating the building at all times. 


In June 1933, our alumni organized and elected 
officers, and I hope their Association will strengthen 
with time. I certainly join them in a common desire 
to thank all connected with the school for your friend- 
ly interest in us.
